Since the members of Relig- 
ious Communities could not visit 
Rome to gain the Holy Year In- | 
dulgence, even if they wanted to, 
special provision has been made 
for their gaining the Jubilee In- 
dulgence at home. 

The Bishop has had several

in the New York Times Magazine 
last February under the caption 
“The Student Gropes for a Faith.” 
An inquiring reporter visited many 
large 


American Universities, in- 
cluding Yale, Harvard, Pennsyl- 
vania, Duke, Chicago, Princeton, 


Columbia. He noted a wider pass- 
ing interest in religion and religi- 
ous subjects than he had antici- 
pated, but was forced to draw 
some sad conclusions. 


A student at Harvard told him: 
“Among my associates in the lit- 
erary group, I haven't met a stu- 
dent who is an atheist. They all 
believe in God, but the problem is 
the approach to God. We don’t find 
it in the existing churches and we 
want it. If someone would show 
us the way we'd run to Him.” 

An official at Yale reported: 
“Yale students will talk about re- 
ligion, discuss it seriously, even 
eagerly and inquiringly, but they 
don’t go to church.” 

An official at Columbia, speak. 
ing of freshmen, told the reporter 
“The boys are all new, most of 
them strangers to one another. 
Talk is tentative and slow at first. 
It drifts along for half an hour 
perhaps, but soon some fellow asks 
a question on religion. Then they 
all snap to attention, and the rest 
of the evening is spent in the most 
animated discussion. I know no 
other subject that is of such sure 
fire interest.” 


Do Not Attend Services 


That their interest in religion 
does not drive the students to 
chapel, except when attendance at 
such exercises is compulsory, is 
forcibly brought home by this re-

Office begins by praising God the 
Father in His Incarnate Son; He 
expresses His thoughts in the writ- 
ings of the prophets, and His senti- 
ments in the psalms and canticles; 
and from these He inspired the 
Church to compose a prayer and 
impose its recitation on all her 
ministers. 

Work of the Church 

“This prayer is also called eccle- 
siastical, for it is the work of the 
Church. It is at once a duty and 
a chorus, a labor and a song. For 
the Church is a society and as such 
owes a public homage to God be- 
sides the individual homage of 
each of her members. That this 
work be rightly done and that this 
chorus may never fail, the Church 
places this obligation on such 
chosen and devout members whom 
she constitutes her representatives 
before God, and whom she dele- 
gates to praise Him in her name 
and to invoke him im all her needs. 
The recitation of the Divine office 
in this manner is never a purely 
personal act, but one which is per- 
formed in the name of the Church. 
When the pastor of souls alone on 
his mission turns to his Breviary 
he prays as the representative of 
his people. This public character 
of the official prayer of the Church 


Divine Office is solemnly chanted 
in monastic chapels and cathedral 
choirs. In neither case is it purely 
individual nor uttered in the name 
of only one; nor does it redound 


whose lips it comes; it is the voice 
and proclaiming, ‘Not to us, O 


Lord, not to us, but to Thy Name 
be glory.’ ...”

Belgian Catholic Film 
League Begins Index of 
Objectionable Cinemas 


Antwerp.—-An “Index” of objec- 
tionable cinemas, pressure on the 
managers of theatres showing im- 
moral and obscene films and on 
producers, and the eventual pro- 
duction of films are among the 
steps to be taken by the Flemish 
Section of the Catholic Film 
League to counteract current im- 
morality on the screen, according 
to plans laid at a congress of the 
group held here recently.

MONTEREY 


St. Ann’s Church Cele- 
brates Golden Jubilee 


St. Ann’s Catholic church at 
Monterey will, on Sunday, August 


- 20, 1933, celebrate its Golden Jubi- 


lee, in commemoration of the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone for the first 
Catholic church built in the town 


. fm the year 1883. 


The Rev. John P. Schall and the 
parishioners are planning appro- 
priate services, program and a pic- 
nic dinner for the occasion. There 
will be a Solemn High Mass in the 
morning at 10:00 o’clock, when 
numerous visiting clergymen will 
participate. Dinner will be served 
by the ladies of the parish and a 
layman’s program rendered in the 
afternoon. Invitations are extend- 
ed to neighboring priests and par- 
ishes. 


As far back as the history can 
be ascertained, the Catholic Faith 
In the community of Monterey 
dates back to about the year 1845. 
Some of the names of the first 
pioneer Catholics, who established 
homes in the vicinity of Monterey 
(which was originally plated and 
laid out as Buena Vista in 1841, 
and the name changed to Monterey 
Im 1855), were Martin Keller, Sr., 
and his wife, Magdalena Becker 
Keller; John Becker, Sr., and his 
wife, Elizabeth Feller Becker; John 
Hoffman and wife, Mary, who came 
between the years 1845 and 1850. 
They were located on farms they 
purchased about two miles north- 
west of Monterey. Others who 
came aheout the same time, or soon 
thereafter, were Joseph Vurpillat, 
John Schneider, Patrick McNanny, 
Thomas MecNanny, Joseph Rother- 
mel, Peter Rolinger, Peter and 
John Hartman, Mathias Crist, Jos- 
eph A. Follmar, Patrick Jelly, 
John Baker, Ni-bolas Walle, ard 
o* hers. 


The first priest visiting these 
families was the Rev. Francis A. 
Carius from Logansport. It is said 
that the first Holy Mass said for 
them was in the residence of Mar- 
tin Keller by Father Carius, who 
thereafter administered to them 
every three months, coming from 
“Logansport on horseback, a dis- 
tance of about forty miles. 


In November, 1851, John Hoff- 
man and wife and John Becker and 
wife conveyed four acres of land 
in the northwest quarter of section 
three, township thirty-one north, 
range one west, about two and one- 
half miles northwest of Monterey, 
on the banks of the Tippecanoe 
river, for a church and cemetery 
site, to the Right Rev. Maurice de 
St. Palais, the then Bishop of the 
Diocese of Vincennes, to which all 
Indiana then belonged. 


The Rev. F. X. Nigh succeeded 
Father Carinus, and in 1852 he built 
a small frame church on the above 
tract of land, and the church was 
dedicated to St. Ann. Father Nigh 
continned to visit the little parish 
and maintained his residence in 
Winamac until about 1868, when 
St. Ann’s church became a mission, 
attended by the Rev. Gabriel Vol- 
kert, the Rev. Joseph T. Winter 
and the Rev, George Steiner, from 
Plymouth, until 1867. From 1867 
to 1872 the little church was visit- 
ed by the Rev. Henry Koenig and 
the Rev. Bernard Wiedau, from 


he Rev. Bernard Wiedau, o 

mac, visited the mission, when in 
that year the Rt. Rev. Joseph 
Dwenger, C.PP.S., gave the mission 
of St. Ann’s and other Catholic 
churches and missions in Pulaski 
county, to the Fathers of the So- 
ciety of the Precious Blood, who 
served the parish for nearly fif- 
teen years. 


The Rev. Beatus Ziswyler, C.PP. 
S., the first, served the mission 
from 1873 to 1875; the Rev. Cos- 
mas Seeberger, C.PP.S., from 1874 
to 1875; the Rev. Theobald Schoch, 
C.PP.S., from 1875 to 1876; the 
Rev. John Frericks, C.PP.S., from 
1876 to 1877; the Rev. Cosmas See- 
berger, C.PP.S., from 1877 to 1878; 
the Rev. John Frericks, C.PP.S., 
and the Rev. Rudolph Abbrederis, 
C.PP.S., from 1878 to 1879; the 
Rev. Conrad Schneider, C.PP-S., 
and the Rev. Christian Nigsh, C. 
PP.S., from 1879 to 1880. In Sep- 
tember, 1880, the Rev. George 
Fleisch, C.PP.S., became the first 
resident pastor of St. Ann’s parish 
and remained for five years. 


In 1859 an attempt was made by 
members of St. Ann’s church, who 
resided north, northeast and east 
of the town of Monterey, to build 
a church for their convenience in 
the town, without the permission 
of the then Bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Henry Luers, first Bfthop of the 
Diocese of Fort Wayne, created in 
1857. While the building was in 
process of construction, a terrible 
windstorm blew it down, and the 
project was abandoned. 


In the fall of 1882, Father 
Fleisch purchased a tract. of land 
equal to about four lots south of 
Michael Keitzer’s addition, from 
Mrs. Helena Keitzer, for $100.00. 


In the summer of 1883 the cor- 
nerstone was laid for the first 
Catholic church in Monterey, the 
commemoration of which is to be 
observed by appropriate’ cere- 
monies on its fiftieth birthday. The 
new brick church was completed 
and dedicated in May, 1884, by the 
Rt. Rev. Joseph Dwenger, C.PP.S., 
then Bishop of the Diocese of Fort 
Wayne, to the honor of St. Ann, 
the Mother of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary. The cost of the church, 
seats and church furniture amount- 
ed to approximately $7,000.00. 


In January, 1886, the Rev. Er- 
hard Fritz, C.PP.S., became pastor 
and served until 1888. He was the 
last of the Society of the Precious 
Blood to serve St. Ann’s. 

In July, 1888, the Rev. Charles 
Thiele, a young, ambitious priest, 
became the pastor of the church 
and remained for ten years. In 
1889, he built a fine priest’s resi- 
dence and furnished it, all at a 
cost of approximately $2,000.00. 
In 1891, he frescoed the interior of 
the church at a cost of about 
$450.00. In the year 1895, Father 
Thiele built a new brick school, 
hall and Sisters’ home combined, 
on two lots west across the street 
from the church. The lots were 
donated: by P. A. Follmar. The 
new school, hall and Sisters’ home 
cost about $2,700.00. It was dedi- 
cated in the fall of 1895 by the Rt. 
Rev. Joseph Radamacher, Bishop 
of Fort Wayne. 

The Sisters of St. Agnes, of Fon 
du Lac, Wis., were placed in 
charge of the new school, and the 
faithful work of their teaching has 
continued at St. Ann’s ever since 
by the respective Sisters who, in 
turn, have been sent there by their 
Order, 

The Rev. G. A. Zern succeeded 
Father Thiele in 1898, and remain- 
ed until October, 1899. During his 
pastorate, he purchased from An- 


thony Fox, three acres of land 
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about a quarter of a mile west of 
Monterey, for a new cemetery. Mr. 
Fox was the first person buried in 
the new cemetery, in May, 1899. 

The . F. Joseph Bilstein be- 
came r in October, 1899, and 
served St. Ann’s until the summer 
of 1913. During his pastorate he 
enlarged the church building, by 
extending its length, adding the 
Sanctuary and sacristies, raised 
the ceiling, changing it from a flat 
ceiling to a semi-Gothic style, and 
refrescoed the interior. 

The Rev. Bruno Soengen became 
pastor in 1913, and remained until 
1927. 


The Rev. Nicholas C,. Huemmer 
became pastor in 1927, and served 
until sometime in 1929. During 
his pastorate he installed heating 
plants in the Priest’s residence and 
in the school. 


The Rev. John P. Schall became 
the pastor of St. Ann’s in 1929, and 
he is the present beloved pastor. 
He has, during his pastorate, re- 
modeled and repainted the school 
building, put new floor in the 
church, changed and improved the 
seats, and redecorated the entire 
interior of the Church, all at a cost 
of approximately $4,00.00. 


The value of the entire church 
property of St. Ann’s is estimated 
at about $45,000.00. 


St. Ann’s church, during its ex- 
istence of fifty years in the town 
of Montes2y, has not only prosper- 
ed materially, but has, through the 
zealous efforts of its pastors and 
the co-operation of its parishioners, 
done much toward the spiritual 
welfare of the community served 
by it; and has given of her sons 
and daughters to labor in the vine- 
yard of the Lord, of whom St. 
Ann’s is very proud. 

St. Ann’s church has given two 
of her sons to the Holy Priesthood, 
namely: the Rev. Theodore J. Ham- 
mes, who said his first Holy Mass 
in the church, June 23, 1912, and 
the Rev. Joseph T. Hammes, who 
said his first Holy Mass in the 
church on May 30, 1926. Both of 
these are the sons of Nicholas and 
Mary Hammes, members of the 
parish for many years. 


St. Ann’s church has given nine 
of her daughters to the Sisterhood.

Uncle Dave Tells Jack the Story of 
Mission San Juan Bautista 


By Archie O’Connor Richardson

“What's this, Uncle Dave ?”’ 


“That’s a piece of rawhide [ 
picked up on the hard pavement- 
like ground of the tile-covered 


| doister of old Mission San Juan 


Bautista. The Padres had no iron 
nails, like we use today, so they 
and their Indian helpers used raw- 
hide thongs to bind together the 
timbers, large and small, employed 
in the construction of the mission 
buildings. The tile-covered cloister 
—-the Padres’ retreat from the heat 
of the day’s work—was erected in 
the year 1797. 

“Qn the Feast Day of St. John 
the: Baptist of that same year— 
1797-—the Mission was founded by 
Padre-presidente Lasuen, assisted 
by Padres Magnin Catala and Jos- 
eph Manuel de Martiarena. 

“Not only is St. John the Bap- 
tist, to whom the Padres dedicated 
their establishment on that warm 
June morning, one hundred and 
thirty-five years ago, highly hon- 
ored by paintings and = statues 
within the mission church itself, 
but even the adjoining town and 
surrounding valley bear the saint- 
ly Spanish title—San Juan Bau- 
tista. 

“In. the baptistry, on your left 
as you enter the mission church, 
there is a rude stone baptismal 
font and over the font a crude 
painting of Our Lord’s baptism of 
st. John. On the reredos above the 
main altar is a statue of St. John 
the Baptist which was placed on a 
temporary altar in the sacristy on 
June 3, 1809, The main church, be- 


accorded this privilege in honor of 
their unstained purity. The re- 
mains of those who led an ordinary 
Christian life were placed on the 
center tier. We hope that no one 
was placed on the lowest tier.” 

“Were there any Indians at San 
Juan when you were there, Uncle 
Dave?” 

"Yes, Jack, one old Indian wo- 
man, who died not three years ago. 
Her body rested in state before 
the funeral Mass and burial on the 
catafalque which has been used for 
countless members of her tribe 
down through the years. Before 
her death, in February, 1930, she 
related to the present pastor and 
to an interested Professor from the 
Smithsonian Institute of Washing- 
ton, D. C., may tales of the early 
mission days. She told them of 
the customs, folk lore, languaze 
and tradition of her people. If her 
withering lips had not spoken 
these would have been lost for- 
ever. She told of a great pesti- 
lence that mowed down with its 
horrible death some 4,000 men, wo- 
men and-children of her race. 
They were buried by the Padres, 
just as she now rests in the peace- 
ful sleep of death, beside the mis- 
sion walls. Not far from her grave 
is that of Maria Antonia Anza, 
famed in song and story as ‘The 
Rose of the Rancho.’ 

“The mission church is 188 feet 
long and 72 feet wide. Its walls 
are from three to five feet thick. 
From an ancient wooden pulpit, 
still suspended on the west wall of 
the church, Padre Arroyo preached 
to the Indians in the old mission 
idays in thirteen different dialects. 
‘The present pastor cares for the 
‘spiritual needs of the peoples of

America. 

“Anti - religious governments, 
giorification of education without 
God, and mixed marriages are 
sources of weakened or lost faith,” 
the Bishop said, adding: that a pri- 
mary cause of the discrepancy is 
the almost universal lack of relig- 
ious instruction after leaving 
school. “No grammar school mind 
is mature enough for discussions 
pre-eminent today,” he said. “Cath- 
olic doctrine concerning Christian 
marriage, birth control, and other 
important matters must be impart- 
ed after school days through ser- 
mons, study clubs, literature and 
other means.” 


Denials of Protestants 


Discussing “The Present-day 
Protestant State of Mind,” he said: 

“A questionnaire on doctrine was 
sent out to about 500 ministers and 
200 students of Protestant denom- 
fnations. Here are a few of the 
many denials found in the answers: 
twenty per cent did not believe in 
the Blessed Trinity; forty per cent 
Gid not believe in the devil; forty- 
five per cent denied the Bible as 
fn inspired book; forty-eight per 
cent denied the resurrection of the 
body, and fifty-six per cent denied 
the necessity of baptism. Students 
preparing for the ministry denied 
ulmost everything; only three per 
tent of the students believed in the 
Virgin Birth; ninety-seven per cent 
denied it, 

“They want religion from earth 
to Heaven, and not from Heaven 
to earth. They assert that if man 
is sincere, that is sufficient; it mat- 
ters not what he believes. 

“Non-Catholics observing the 
seeming unpopularity of the Cath- 
olic Church, believe there is some- 
thing wrong with it. They fail to 
realize that persecution is a mark 
of the Church. 

“If America does not take to 
Catholic standards of Christianity, 
then the American people are not 
going to have any Christianity,” 
Bishop Noll said in his concluding 
address. 

“Other Christian churches are 
casting aside one doctrine after an- 
other. Those who have the inter- 
est of America at heart, and want 
her to remain a Christian country 
must turn to Catholicity.”

Tax Reform 


Our Catholic scholars, econo- 
mists and moralists should study 
our crushing burden of taxation, 
which is, in itself, an indictment of 
Government and of our economic 
system. Legislators have a serious 
responsibility whenever they im- 
taxes. The welfare of 
the people should always be kept 
in mind in performing this duty. 
To impose taxes unjustly, or Im a 
reckless manner, or in the interest 
of special groups, or according to 
the immoral practice of trading 
votes, too common among legisla- 
tors, must be reg as a viola- 
tion of the oath of office and the 
betrayal of a sacred trust. Taxation 
is unjust that favors the strong 
rather than the weak, the rich 
rather than the poor. Legislators 
and men in political life who in 
imposing taxes sacrifice the gen- 
eral welfare of the people in order 
to advance their own interests and 
to continue in office deserve the 
severest censure. 


Fearless Condemnation Necessary 


Excessive taxation has been a 
serious hindrance to the revival of 
business. Patriotic citizens should 
fearlessly condemn the extravagant 
expenditure of the people’s money 
by Government agencies and bur- 
eaucracies. In recent years the 
cost of Government has mounted 
to staggering proportions, even 
though the average income of our 
citizens has been greatly reduced 
or practically wiped out. This 
tremendous increase in Govern- 
ment expenditures has not brought 
any corresponding gain to our 
people. 

Interest In Public Expenditures 


In our country, where the re- 
sponsibility of selecting homes and 
competent officials and of forming 
opinion devolves upon the citizens, 
it is all the more important that 
thoughtful and informed men be- 
come tax-conscious, that they real- 
ize that there will be a day of ac- 
counting for endless bond issues, 
and that they exercise their in- 
fluence to the utmost to arouse and 
to sustain in the people at large 
an intelligent interest in public 
expenditures. 


Intelligible Statement of Tax 
Methods 


In the simplest language possible 
taxation, which ultimately is 
passed on in great measure to the 
laboring and trades classes, should 
be explained to the people. Citi- 
zens should be interested in know- 
ing how their money is _ being 
spent. They should be informed to 
what an extent taxation increases 
the price of the very necessaries of 
life. Studies on this vital subject 
should be put out in the most pop- 
ular form. Public opinion should 
continue to demand that expendi- 
tures by the Government for non- 
essentials be eliminated; that our 
educational system be simplified; 
that bureaucracies be limited; that 
the injustice of favoring special 
groups at public expense should 
cease; also, that a clear and simple 
statement of the cost of Govern- 
ment be made available to all our 
citizens. 

We venture to speak on this sub- 
ject, which may seem to transgress 
our province, because of the grave 
injustice that is done to the ordi- 
nary taxpayer, the working-man, 
those who have put most of the 
earnings of a lifetime into modest 
homes, and to the farmers who 
have suffered from the iniquities 
of officials imposing unnecessary 
taxes,

Paris during the first four 
decades of the nineteenth century 
was a hotbed of irreligion and 
atheism. Fourierism, together with 
the doctrine of Saint-Simonism, 
held sway. Many literary and scien- 
tific men accepted the theory of 
Saint-Simon, and accordingly at- 
tacked Catholicism as having out- 
lived its usefulness, with nothing 
to offer to a depressed world. 

The few Catholic students at the 
Sorbonne were hard pressed by 
rationalists in the spring of 1831, 
when young Frederic Ozanam 
made his appearance there, at the 
age of eighteen. The son of a
